THE TARIFF.

Wasuinarton, D. C., March 9.—The high-tariff 
people of the Ways and Means Committee are 
becoming h minded, and are ready to 
agree that the House and the people have some 
rightsin this matter of tariff legislation. To- 
day Mr. Wood said that there were about 100 
revenue bills before the Committee on which re- 
ports ought to be made. Upon this Mr. Carlisle 
made some very pointed remarks, and did some 
exceedingly plain talking, saying that the rea- 
son the Committee had lost the con- 
fidence of the country and the 
Homse was its refusal to act on just 
such bills involving precisely the same princi- 
ples, and that it would be just as proper to in- 
definitly postpone all those now pending as those 
which had already been postponed. After this 
clearing of the atmosphere the Committee in- 
duiged in some sensible talk on the various 


duty on salt, and on Friday will be heard those 
WHO WANT FREE PAPER. 

The majority of the Sub-Committee appointed 
on Sugar, Messrs. Carlisle, Tucker,and Frye, 
are in favorof reductionof duties. Another 
Sub-Committee, consisting of Carlisle, Tucker, 
Frye, Gibson, and Garfield, has been appointed 
to consider sugar quesnons, and the representa- 
tives of Havemeyer and of Durant, and the 
lobby agents who claim to represent 
neither party, have already returned to 
reuew the complicated arguments on these 
questious. On Thursday the Committee will hear 
these who are interested in retaining the pres- 
ent duty on galt, and on Friday an opportunity 
will be given to the advocates of the reduction 
of the paper tariff to express their views, so that 
the Committee has already renewed its consid- 
eration of the tariff on sugar, on salt, and on 
paper, and to-day the Committee unanimously 
agreed to a bill to change the duty on malt from 
20 per cent ad valorem to 2% cents a bushel spe- 
cific duty. Thisis a compromise between the 
brewers and the maltsters, and is really an in- 
crease of duty. 

HOOP-IRON. 

There was a discussion in the Cabinet this 
afternoon of the merits of the hoop-iron con- 
troversy, and an opinion submitted by the 
Attorney-General to the effect that the Treas- 
ury might classify out iron” under a specific 
rate of duty. Uuder Scheduie E, 2,504 of the 
—— Statutes, are found the following pro- 
visions: 

All band, hoop, and scroll fron, from one- 
half to six inches in width, not thinner than one- 

hth of an inch, 1% cents a pound; not 
t aner than No. 20 wire uge, 1%. cents a 
pound; thinner than No. 20, 1% cents a pou nd. 

All hoop-iron used in a , of manufact- 
ured articles has been held to be subject to this 
duty, which is very onerous. Consumers have 

sought te evade this by cutting the iron hoops 
into lengths and boring a hole in one end, and 
have cla N that such pieces should come un- 
der the following classification, same schedule: 

„Manufactures— Articles, vessels, and wares 
not otherwise provided for, of brass, iron, lead, 
pewter, and tin or other metal, except gold, sil- 
ver, platina, copper and steel, or of which either 
of these metals shall be the component material 
of chief value, W per cent ad valorem.” 

This would make the burden on the consumer 
of this iron much lighter, and a decision of the 
Department put hoop-iron so prepared under 
the latter classification. The manufacturers of 
hoop-iron have been besieging the Treasury 
—7 — since January for a revocation of 
this decision, and the result of to-day's Cabinet 
meeting would seem to have settled the ques- 
tion in their favor. Mr. Sherman, however, said

GREAT BRITAIN. 
BEACONSFIELD TO THE DUKE OF MARLBOROUGH. 

Lowboy, March 9.—The following is the text 
of Lord Beaconsfield letter to the Duke of Marl 
berough: 

10 DOWNING Street, March 8. 1880.—My Lorp 
Duke: The measures respecting the state of 
Ireland, which her Majesty’s Government bave 
so anxigusiy considered with your Excellency, 
and in which they were much aided by your ad- 
vice and authority, are now about to be submit- 
ted for Royal assent, and it is at length in the 
power of the Ministers to advise the Queen to 
recur to the sense of her people. The arts of 
the agitators, which represented that England, 
instead of being her generous and sym- 
pathizing friend. was indifferent to 
the dangers and sufferings ot Ireland have been 
defeated by measures at once liberal and pru- 
dent, which Parliament almost unanimously 
sanctioned. During six years of the present 
Administration the improvement cf Ireland and 
content of our fellow-countrymen in that island 
have much oo¢upied the care of the Ministry 
and they may remember with satisfaction that 
in this they have solved 

ONE OF THE MOST DIFFICULT PROBLEMS 
connected with ite government and péople by 
establishing a system of public education open 
to all classes and all creeds. Nevertheicss, a 
danger, in its ultimate results scarcely less dis- 
astrous than pestilence and famine, and which 
now engages vour Exceliency's anxious atteri- 
tion, distracts that country. A portion of the 
population is attempting to sever the con- 
stitutional tie which unites it to Great 
Britain in that bond which has favored 
the power and prosperity of both. It ig to be 
hoped that all men of light and leading will re- 
sist this destructive doctrine. The strength of 
this nation depends on the unity of feeling 
which should pervade the United Kingdom and 
its widespread dependencies. The first duty of 
the English Minister should be to consolidate 
codperation, which renders irresistible a com- 
munity educated as our own 1n an equal love of 
liberty and law. And yet there are some who 
challenge the expediency of the imperial char- 
acter of this realm. Having attempted and 
failed to enfeeble the colonies by their poliey of 
decomposition, they may perhaps now recognize 
in the disintegration of tho United Kingdom a 
mode which will not only accomplish but preeipi- 
tate their purpose. The immediate dissolution of 
Parliament will afford an opportunity to decide 
upon the course which will materially influence 
its future fortunes and shape its destiny. Rare- 
ly in this country has there been an occasion 
more critical The power of Engiand and 

THE PEACE OF BUROPE 

will largely depend on the of the coun- 
try. Her Majesty's present Mmisters have hith- 
erto been enabled to secure that peace so neves- 
sary to the welfare of all civilized countries, 
and 80 peculiarly the interest of our own. But 
this ineffable blessing cannot be Obtained by 
a passive principle of non-interference. Peace 
rests on the presence, not to say ascend- 
ency, of England in the councils of Europe. 
Even at this moment the doubt supposed to be 
inseparable from popular election, if it does not 
diminish, certainly arrests her influence, and is 
the main reason for not delaying the appeal to 
the national voice. Whatever maybe its con- 
sequence to her Majesty's present advisers, may 
it return to Westminster a Parliament not un- 
worthy the powerof England, and resolved to 
maintain it.

| serious purpose, and to have realities behind 
them, and thy important declarations made at 
the close of this letter must carry all the weight 
which belongs to the utterances of one of the 
most responsible statesmen in Europe. Rarely,’ 
Lord Beaconsfield says, ‘in this country has 
there been an occasion more critical. Her 
Majesty's Ministers have hitherto been able to 
preserve peace, but this ineffable blessing tan- 
not be maintained by a passive principle of non- 
intervention. Peace reste on the presence, 
not to say the ascendency, of England 
in the councils of Europe.”

DILLON IN CHICAGO. 

John Dillon, the Irish agitator and land re- 
former, was at the Grand Pacific yesterday on 
his way to St. Paul, where he speaks this even- 
ing. A TripuNsz reporter had a brief talk with 
him. 

“I am engaged,” said the gentleman, to 
speak until the 17th inst., when I close at Belle 
Plains. 1 do not expect to sail for Ireland for 
six weeks yet. Mr. Parnell will leave for Ire- 
land on the 18th inst., eee in the meantime 
through the Canadian Provinces. 

It is understood that you have a scheme on 
hand for colonizing the evicted tenants on the 
lands of the Irish Catholic Colonization Society 
in Minnesota and Nebraska.“

The reporter inquired what the effect of a 
Giadstonian success would ve. 

Mr. Dillon replied that in all probability the 
Liberals would offer certain concessions to the 
Irish National party. But there was no reason 
to believe or ope that this party, 
any more than that which blindly follows the 
dictatorial leadership of Lord Beaconsfield, 
would offer Irishmén anything satisfactory or 
propose any adequate remedy for the évils 
which bear upon t miagoverned land. There 
was a very wide distinction between the English 
Liberals and the Irish Home- Rulers, and the lat- 
ter did not care one whit whether Mr. Giad- 
atone or the Marquis of Hartington led the Lib- 
eral party, for they could hope for nothing from 
either. With respect to Mr. Parnell, he said that 
gentleman was a candidate for reélection in his 
old constituency, the County of Meath, and 
would make a tremendous fight with every indi- 
cation of success.

propriation bills, are now driven to the neces- 
sity of making open war on the Election laws. 
Accordingly the House Judiciary Committee 
has agreed to report a bill obviously intended 
to make the existing laws inoperative 
so long as the Democrats retain control of 
both branches of Congress. This bill pro- 
vides that no fees shall be pald as compensa- 
tion to Federal Supervisors of Election or 
Deputy Marshals except in pursuance of an 
express appropriation by Congress for that 
purpose, and that it shall be unlawful to exe- 
cute on the day of election any warrant or 
process against a State election officer who 
may be guilty of violation of the Federal 
Election laws. By withholding appropria- 
tions for the pay of Federal election officers 
and also preventing any interference with 
ballot-box stuffing while it is going on, the 
Democrats hope to remove all restrictions 
upon free frauds.”

A very remarkable bill has been intro- 
duced into Congress by Mr. Fort, of Illinois. 
It provides for pensioning all sailors and sol- 
diers of all wars who have been ‘“incapaci- 
ta or earning a livelihood by sickness, ac- 
cident, or any other cause than that of their 
own “wrongdoing.” It is difficult to deter- 
mine whether this bill is seriously offered by 
its author or intended to expose, by a refluctio 
ad absurdum, the schemes of the demagogs 
and claim-agents who are seeking to enlarge 
the pension-rolls by every conceivable device. 
There are said to be 200,000 applications for 
‘back-pay under the Pension bill providing 
for arrearages that was passed by the last 
Congress. There is a bill now pending for a 
roving Commission of surgeons to look up 
new claimants for pensions and persuade 
every man who ever served in the army that 
he is now suffering from some disease there 
contracted. There is also a bill —— 
pensions upon all the men who were in 
way attached tothe American army in the 
Mexican War, though they were paid in 
full, given a farm apiece, and also 
provided for in case of disability or 
sickness contracted in service. If this sort 
of thing goes on, the time is not far distant 
when the pension-roll will be @ transcript 
from the muster of all our wars, with the 


addition of widows and orphans. It will 


amount in the end to a transfer, through the 
agency of taxation, of pretty much all the 
income of the property owned by those who 
were not actively in the war, though they 
paid the expenses thereof, to those who en- 
listed. It will become such a burden upon 
the people as to restore all the hardships of 
the long period of depression from which 
this country is just emerging. No nation 
has ever been so liberal to its soldiers as the 
American, but such a scheme of pensions as 
is projected by the attorneys and agents who 
fatten upon claimants is beyond the utmost 
stretch of National ability, and if would 
amount to confiscation when carried out as 
now projected. 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE AND THE N. 
TEROCEANIC CANAL. | 

M. de Lesseps’ Panama Canal scheme has 
undoubtedly encountered a serious hindrance 
in the President’s special message and in the 
resolution reported to Congress by the Inter- 
oceanic Canal Committee, which seem to 
have been presented simultaneously by 


agreement. These two documents agree in 


substance, and the impression is very gen- 
eral that Congress will concur almost unani- 
mously in the House resolution. Such con- 
currence, if given, will amount to an in- 
dorsement of the President's position, and 
the American Government will thus authori- 
tatively assume for the time being a hostile 
attitude to the Lesseps canal and every other 
project for a water-way between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans which shall not be under 
the immediate protection and control of the 
United States. It is almost certain that the 
declared hostility of this Government will be 
a formidable, if not insuperable, obstacle 
in the way of obtaining the large amount of 
capital required for the construction of the 
Darien Canal. M. de Lesseps has in-

There is reason to believe that the resolu- 
tion agreed upon by the House Committee, 
and likely to be adopted by Congress, is 
équally emphatic and sweeping. It was laid 
over to be printed only under the suggestion 
from the Republican side of the House that 
it might obtain a unanimous vote when all 
the members should thus have the time and 
opportunity to become familiar with its pur- 
port. This resolution is understood to set 
forth that, in the case of any canal, railroad, 
or other communication across the isthmus, 
by whomsoever it may be undertaken or 
completed, the interest of the United States 
and the right to possess and control the same 
will be asserted and maintained. The spirit 
of the resoiution is evidently the same as 
that of the President's message, thougli its 
exact phraseology may admit of a more 
liberal construction. Both point to the con- 
clusion that the American Government will 


tablish actual and exclusive jurisdiction over 
any interoceanic canal that may be con- 
structed, as the only practical means of as- 
serting and maintaining the American pre- 
ponderance and future European exclision 
in the affairs of the New World.

In this view of the case the Executive and 
Legislative protests that have been formu- 
lated at Washington are premature. What- 
ever view may be taken of the attitude as- 
sumed by the President and apparently 
favored by Congress, it cannot be denied that 
the French project for an interoceanic canal 
has received a serious set-back from this 
Government, M. de Lesseps will scarcely 
be able to proceed with his enterprise unless 
he can raise the majority of the necessary 
subscriptions in this country; and the Amer- 
ican Government, as such, is certainly not 
prepared to undertake the construction of an 
interoceanic canal upon the Darien or any 
other route. It looks now as though ‘this 
great commercial project must be postponed 
for a period which no one can determine,

THE NATIONAL ELECTION LAW Ss. 
TAINED BY THE SUPREME COURT. 
The important decision by the Supreme 


constitutionality of the National Election 
laws providing penalties for fraud in the 
management of the election of members of 
Congress, cannot fail to attract general at- 
tention and to elicit as general approval. The 
question involved is the authority of Con- 
gress to protect the election of members of 
Congress from fraud by providing penalties 
for inspectors who are convicted of illegal 
conduct, | 

The decision pf the Court is to the effect 
that the act of Congress provides that it is a 
penal offense for any officers of election at an 
election held for Representatives in Congress 
to neglectto perform or to violate any duty 
in regard to such election, whether required 
by the law of) the State or of the United 
States, or make a fraudulent certificate of 
the result of such election; anda penal of- 
fense for any officer to obstruct, bribe, or in- 
terfere with 6 Supervisor of Election or 
Marshal in performance of any duty. 
The decision declares it to be constitu- 
tional for Congress to authorize the Courts 
to appoint Sepervisors of Election. The 
Court decides that in making regulations for 
the election of Representatives in Congress 
it is not necessary to assume exclusive con- 
trol, but Congress may, at any time, under 
the Constitution, make or alter such regula 
tion; Congress may make entirely new regu- 
lations or add to, alter, or modify the regula- 
tions made by the State. Congress can im- 
pose penalties for the perpetration of fraud, 
or provide officers for the prevention of fraud. 
There can be no conflict between the State 
and the National law on this subject, because 
the latter is by the Oonstitution paramount 
Meonsistent regulations 
by the State. The laws of the United States 
on this subject being constitutional, the State 
law when inconsistent ceases to be in force, 
and therefore there can be no collision of au- 
thority. | * 

The Constitution provides: The times, 
places, and manner hol ding elections for 
Senators and Representatives shall be pre- 
scribed by each State by the Legislature 
thereof; but the Congress may at any time 
by law make or alter such regulations, except 
as to the place of choosing Senators.” It 
also provides: This Constitution, and the 
laws of the United States which shall be 
made in pursuance thereof, and all treaties 
made, or which shall be made, under the 
authority of the United States, shall be the 
supreme law of the land, and the Judges in 
every State shall be bound thereby, anything 
in the Constitution or laws of any State to 
the contrary notwithstanding.” 

The act of Congress providing officers for 
the supervision of elections for Representa- 
tives in Congress, for the prevention of 
frauds, and for penalties in case of false re- 
turns, is but the exercise of power granted 
by the Constitution; and the Court 
holds that the Congress may make 
exclusive regulation for such elections, 
or may partially regulate such elec- 
tions, and to the extent that the National 


law conflicts with the State law the National 


law of necessity supersedes the other. When- 
ever Congress, therefore, prescribes regula- 
tions governing the choiceof Representatives 
in Congress, these regulations take preced- 
ence of any State law on the subject. 

The Court in this case asserts the doctrine 
that in all cases where the Constitution con- 
fers a power on Congress that power, when 
exercised, overrules any State law on the 
subject. The contrary doctrine was asserted 


dy the State of South Carolina when it 


undertook to nullify the Revenue law in 1833. 
It was the same doctrine which was denied 
by the Secegsionists when tue States in 
rebellion declared the supremacy of State 
law. 


The main objection to this decision is that 
it upholds the power of Congress to provide 
punishment for offenses committed by State 
officers. The Court holds that a man holding 
a State office is no more at liberty to violate 
the laws of the United States than is any 
other person; and that whenever an officer 
under authority of State law violates the law 
of the United States his crime is in nowise 
relieved, because the Constitution in express 
and direct terms declares that the laws of the 
United States are the supreme law, anything 
in the Constitution or laws of the State to the 
contrary notwithstanding. State officers, 
therefore, aré bound by the superior laws of 
the United States, and are personally responsi- 
ble for offenses committed under these laws. 
State authority cannot release them from 
this responsibility. Otherwise the United 
States would be unable to enforce any law. 

The reasonableness of this interpretation 
of the law must occur to any fair-minded, re- 


flecting person. It is fatal, however, to the.) 
theory that the State law is superior to the

Narrowed down to practical re- 
sults, this detision is but the affirmance of

of Congress was none the less punishable, 
the State officers being bound by their oaths 
to respect the National law, especially when 
the same conflicted with the State law. The 
Democratic doctrine, that the United States 
cannot. punish a violation of United States 
law governing the election of Representa- 
tives in Congress, is made in this case 
to protect avowed criminals convicted of 
violating the ballot-box. . According to the 
Democratic theory, the corruption of the bal- 
lot-box is not a crime punishable by act of 
Congress, and therefore may be practiced 
with impunity; and in this judgment it has 
the sanction and approval of Justice Field, 
of the Supreme Court, who seeks the candi- 
dacy of the Democratic party for the Presi- 
dency. We question whether he will thereby 
win the favor even of the ex-Rebels and the 
other advocates of State-sovereignty.

The 
record of rainfall kept by the United States 
Signal Service at the C station shows that 
the rainfall for January and February, 1680,which 
was 3.53 an®2.91 Inches, respectively, exceeds 
that of any one of the next preced seven 
years except for 1876, when the amount for the 
two corresponding months was 6-10 an inch 
greater than for this year. 

The average rainfall for the seven years un- 
der consideration was two inches for January 
and one and two-thirds for the monthof Feb- 
ruary. The average annual rainfall was thirty- 
six inches, being an average of three inches per 
month. 

The rainfall for November, 1879, was 4.9 
inches, and for December, 2.47 inches, show! 
that the rain of 1880 fell upon well-saturatec 

round, so that it is safe to estimate that at 

east three-fourths of it ran off the ground into 
the water-cours As nearly as I can estimate, 
the basin of the North Branch comprises at 
least 120 square miles, while the basins of the 
West Fork and the Sbuth Fork, east of the Sum- 
mit, comprise in all sixty square miles, at a low 
estimate. Upon this basis, the average daily 
rainfall reaching the North Branch during the 
sixty days of Jauuary and February was 24,000, - 
000 cubie feet, and that reachi the South 
Branch was 12,000,000,cubic feet Wan 7. 

During these mouths the conduit was in oper- 
tion aJout 716 hours, or an average of about 
twelve hours per day. At the rate the engines 
were worked they did not pump to exceed 15,000 
cubic feet a minute, or less than 11,000,000 cubic 
feet per day, counting every day in January and 
February. 

THE AVERAGE DISCHARGE 

of the canal at Lockport has not exceeded 15,000 
cubic feet per minute, or about 22,000,000 cubic 
feet per day, according to the testimony of Mr. 
Thomas, the Superintendent, and Mr. Norton, 
who uses the water in running his milis.

These observations were made yesterday, the 
Sth inst. The rainfall for this month, exclusive 
of the slight sprinkle of Sunday morning, has 
amounted to 4-100 of an inch, which nearly all 
occurred on the 3d. As a consequence the water 
feeding the canal along the route was undoubt- 
edly at a low ebb yesterday. These reasons ap- 
pear to me as sufficient warrant for believing 
that the canal, for a considerable part of Janu- 
ary and February, took no water at all from the 
South Branch. and during but a comparatively 
small part of the time has it taken as much as 
one-half of the amount of its discharge from that 
source.

The amount of sewage carried into the lake by 
the 87,000,000 cubic feet was praqtically the same 
as the amount that would have n carriea by 
the 26,000,000 cubic feet had that been the amount 
of discharge. 

The amount of water discharged each day, of 
course, was not regular. Immediately after 
rains it was large, while it was small at other 


times. 
THE ONLY POSSIBLE WAY 

under the circumstances by which the amount 
of pollution of the water-supply could have 
been lessened by human agency was N work- 
ing the conduit from the river to the ake, in- 
stead of from the lake to the river, during the 
days when the natural flow in the North Branch 
was such as to render it possible tocreate acur- 
rent northward. This would have contributed to 
the purity of the water-supply, for the reason that 
the sewage pumped into the lake at Fullerton 
avenue would have had a much Jess deleterious 
effect than the — amount discharged at the 

0 of the harbor. 

1 4 —— ot the Crib from the outlet at 
Fullerton avenue is more than a mile greater 
than from the mouth of the harbor. 

The record for the United States Signal Serv- 
ioe shows that for 62% per cent of the time 
during January and ap age 4 the wind was 
blowing from some one of the three points, 
west, southwest, or south, and for 70 cent of 
the time did the daily maximum velocity of wind 
come from some one of the same points of the 
compass; while for only 42% r.cent of the 
time the wind was blowing from either the 
north, northwest, or west, and for but 46 per 
cent of the time did the oy maximum velocity 
come from some one of the last-named quarters. 
The greatest average daily rate of wind was also 
from the west, southwest, and south, showing 
that aside from the question of distance the 
power of the wind to conyey the sewage to the 
Crib from the mouth of the harbor was double 
that from Fullerton avenne. 

The distance of the Crit from the two points— 
the harbor ahd Fullerton avenue—being nearly 
two and three miles sca tlhe ane the con- 
taminatt wer varying about as squares 
of the ee ee eho question of distance alone | 
would make a difference of 20 1 in favor of 
the outlet at Fullerton avénue. The total diff er- 
ence in contaminating power, considering both 
the winds and the distance, is as 4% to 1 in favor 
of the Fullerton avenue ouflet. 

What has been said thus far is merely Um- 
mury to a consideration of proposed methods of 
permanently and satisfactorily disposing of the 
Chicago sewage, and is intended only to partially 
inform the members t the Club of the past 
and present status of the drainage probiem, to 
explain the manner in which the sewage nuisance 
has been alleviated in the t,and to indicate 
how, with the present appliances at the com- 
mand of the city, still further alleviation may

ALEX WOLCOTT, 


Gen. Smith called upon Mr. Alex Wolcott, one 
of the oldest surveyors in the city, to enlighten 
the meeting re i the water-sheds of the 
streams referred to and the topography of the 
surrounding country. 

Woleott said he was familiar with the 
water-sheds of the North, South, and West 
Forks of the river. The ridge which shed the 
water into the South Branch began at Washing- 
ton Heights and ran in a southwesterly direction 
until it reached what was once called the Port- 
age—between Mud Lake and the waters of the 
Aux Plaines River. It then ran southwest 
through Oak Park and River Park until it 
reached Union Ridge. In no place after that 
wae it over a mile and a half from the Aux 
Planes. The ridge still went northward 
through to Park Ridge. In short, the drain- 
age of a territo from six to nine miles 
wide and embrac about 3850 vare miles 
emptied into the North, South, and West Forks, 
The North Fork, sixty feet wide, had twelve feet 
of water in it during the winter, and this hb 
carried more filth down out of the North Brauch 
thang the conduit ever could. 

Mr. Richards inguired as to the elevation of 
the ri from which all this water proceeded. 

Mr. Wolcott replied that at Oak Park it was @ 
little over thirty feet above the lake, at River 
Park forty feet, and at Park Ridge over 100 feet, 
increasing after that as it went no 

Gen. Smith obgerved that Mr. Williams’ paper 
would make the water-shed of the two streams 
amount to 180 square miles, while Mr. Wolcott 
apparently made it larger. 

r. Wolcott replied that it was thirty-six miles 
from the mouth to the headwaters of the North 
Branch, the width being from six to nine miles.

MR. CHESBROUGH WAS GREETED 

with applause. He said when he came to Chi- 
cago, nearly twenty-five years ago, the then 
Board of werage Commissioners advertised 
for plans for draining the city, offering a re- 
ward, and a large number were submitted, some 
of them of a good deal of merit. He could safe- 
ly say that they embodied nearly everything of 
value that had been 9 since. he labor 
he performed was collating,—taking from one 
an another plan,—and doing the best he 
knew how. he pollution of the river 
—its becoming a nuisance—was foreseen, 
and spoken of in the report of 1855; and the 
means to remedy it were also pointed out. Two 
or three plans were spoken of at that time. One 
was to cut canals trom the North and South 
Branches to the iake. There was then no carly 
probability at least of the city being allowed to 
drain into the IIlinois River, and the only nat- 
vraland practicable course open was to drain 
into the lake either directly by these carals or 
through the river. Another plan called for jn- 
tercepting sewers, in which’ the sewage was to 
be caught before it went into the river, and 
pum out either into the lake or on land to the 
north, west, or south. That plan would have 
cost a great deal of money to carry out, and, in- 
— 4 as London was considering such 
a project, it was thought that the time might 
come when Chicago could adopt it. Nothing Had 
ever been done to interfere with its adoption. 
The sewerage system was so arranged as to per- 
mit of the construction of intercepting sewers, 
and to keep the sewage out of theriver. Qne 
reason why it was not adopted was the cost, and 
another was that, as no city had it in use, it 
would not have been wise for Chicago to have 
undertaken 80 great and 80 novel a work with- 
out waiting for the experience of European 
cities. Now that we had that experience, Chi- 

was ina better condition to follow it. No 
one knew then what was best, and it would, per- 
haps, be difficult to tell now; but, whatever 
might be done, the sewers for which the city had 
paid thus far would be available for one system or 
the other. One point had stirred the public mind 
very much,—the effect of the sew upon the 
water we drink. That was discus the prob- 
ability of it mentioned, and also the fact that pol- 
lution had taken place and would take place at 
the breaking up of every winter and during 
every freshet. sme had gone 80 far as to say 
that not merely the discharye of a flood into the 
river would affect the water at the Crib, but 
that the pumping of water into the lake through 
the Fullerton avenue conduit would do it. He 
could never see how the latter could be done, 
and his reason wag this: The conduit was some* 
three miles from the Crib, and northward of it, 
and the quantity of water passed througb the 
conduit would be so small t it seemed to him 
impossible to crente any current more than a 
few feet from the shore, when it would spread 
into the lake and follow any literal current there 
might be, whether north or south.

Gen. Smith, referring to the topography of 
Chicago, saia it was in the midst of a valley that 
contained an area estimated at from 200 to 800 
square miles, This area was drained by branches 
uniting within the city in the main river. The 
valley was encircled by a ri which rose from 
thirty to 100 feet in hight. it was at an eleva- 
tion above the surface of the Desplaines at low 
water at Joliet and in that  vicinit in 
the neighborhood of sixty feet. ere 
was a moderate-sized canal cut through, 
with a descent of one-tenth of a 
foot per mile, with various locks overcoming 
the rest of the differences in level. It was 
claimed that the water was bad; that the s@wer- 
age system was left in the rear by the rapid 
growth of the city,—was not sufficient for its 
purpose,—and they were seeking a permanent 
remedy,—one that was too far beyond their 
reach to answer the present purposes, For the 
present, it had been suggested, and he believed

NEW PUMPING-WORKS 
should be established at Bridgeport to increase 
the tlow through the canal. 

City-Engineer Cregier, in response to a call, 
said he had learned through the public press 
that it was essential to cortect the river because 
the sewage was flowing down through the canal 
and poisoning the people below, while it was also 
floating out into the lake and poisoning the 
water here. Therefore he supposed that pump- 
ing-works at the mouth of the canal were es- 
sential. But what kind of pumping- works, and 
of what capacity they should be, he was not 
present to say anything about. He had come 
merely to listen and profit by wise counsel. 

Gen. Smith asked what improvement he ex- 
pected from pumping-works which threw into 
the canal an additional 8,000 cubic feet per 
minute. 

Mr. Cregier replied that, ff the stream ran 
down the North Branch and continued through 
the South Branch and into the canal, assuming 
always that the canal would be able to carry off 
the portion pow 2 through the conduit, 
and which found its way through the main river 
into the lake, it would be a benefit. 

Mr. Guthrie, referring to the old pumping- 
works, said their average capacity, during the 
season from June to November, was 12,000 cubic 
feet per minute. The requirements of the city 
were not up to that point then. That was before 
the canal was deepened. The total capacity of 
the works was 30,000 cubic feet, but they could 
be driven to 40,000. That was about the amount 
that could be carried off now, if raised four feet, 
as contemplated. The cost of the old works was 
under $50,000, which included the building, now 
standing. 

Gen. Sinith asked what would be the effect of 
pumping 50,000 cubic feet per minute into the 
canal. 

Mr. Guthrie replied that, for a few years to 
come, it would prove entirely satisfactory to 
Chicago, thou it would fall short of the re- 
quirements of the people below very soon,— 
probably within the next three er four yeara. 
if only the drainage of the city was to be taken 
care of the pumping-works might be used for 
fully five years.

THE DOGS, 
SHALL THE ORDINANCES BE ENFORCED? 

A TRIBUNE reporter called atthe City-Hall 
yesterday in order to ascertain the feeling of 
the Mayor, the Superintendent of Police, and 
other interested officials anent the order intro- 
daced by Ald. Rawleigh into the City Council 
Monday evening, signed by 1,000 West Side cit- 
izens, calling upon the Mayor and Police Super- 
intendent to enforce the dog ordinance. This 
ordinance, which was actively in force up to a 
few years ago, provided for the licensing of 
dogs and the destruction of the unlicensed, and, 
besides keeping the cur nuisance at a minimum, 
brought a very snug sum into the Treasury 
each year. Much as a man might love his mon- 
rel, when it became necessary to pay $2 a year 
for the privilege of keeping it, the animal was 
discarded, and soon fell into the hands of the 
iaw. When the reporter visited Mayor Harrison 
he did so with a view of learning from him why 
the old dog law has not been enforced ; whether 
apart from the petition of the West-Siders, he 
had not himself become aware that the city is 
overrun with dogs; whether he had not noticed 
that the terrible disease, hydrophobia, was be- 
coming 1 common; whether the con- 
version of curs into a source of revenue was not 
a desirable consummation; and finally what 
steps he had taken to set at rest the fears of the 
West Side petitioners.
